Residents 
of the North Side ecompiain, and it seems to 
ué not without cause, that they are subject to 
ali the inconvenience arising from horse rail- 
ways ip the streets, on their side of the river, 
vith but very lit:le benefit, for the reason that 
the cars are put permitted to cross the bridges 
as irom the WestSide. Why not make tne 
meceseary provision for that portion of the 
funds provided by the city two years ago— 
at once and have the bridge bailt as soon as 
possiole. The pressure upon all the bridges 
is daily increasing, aod our friends upon the 
North Bide have claims that should not be en- 
tirely disregarded.
